SINCE WORLD WAR II." NOW, IT IS CELEBRATING ITS THIRTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY. THE IDEA ORIGINATED WITH SENATOR WILLIAM 
FULBRIGHT, WHO PROPOSED IT TO THE U.S. SENATE IN 1946, AND 
BECAUSE OF THAT IT IS KNOWN TO THIS DAY AS THE FULBRIGHT 


PROGRAM, 


AT FIRST, THE ONLY MONEY AVAILABLE FOR SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAMS 
FOR SCHOLARS AND STUDENTS CAME FROM CERTAIN PARTS OF THE 
SALES OF THE SURPLUS MILITARY EQUIPMENT FROM WORLD WAR II. 
SINCE THEN, 500 MILLION DOLLARS HAVE BEEN SPENT ON THIS 
INVESTMENT IN INTERNATIONAL UNDERSTANDING. RALF VOGEL, 
DIRECTOR OF THE FULBRIGHT BOARD OF FOREIGN SCHOLARSHIPS AT

NARR: THE UNITED STATES IS ONLY 200 YEARS OLD, BUT THE ANCESTORS 
OF AMERICANS CAME FROM MANY COUNTRIES, BRINGING WITH THEM 
THEIR CULTURAL TRADITIONS AND VALUES. IN THAT WAY, 
AMERICA HAS BEEN A GREAT BENEFICIARY OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
EXCHANGE. AND IN SIGNING THE BILL WHICH INITIATED THE 
FULBRIGHT FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM, PRESIDENT TRUMAN BELIEVED THAT 
THERE WAS NO BETTER WAY TO MAKE THE PRESENT DIFFERENCES IN 
IDEOLOGIES AND CULTURES LESS SIGNIFICANT TO PEOPLE THAN TO 


STRESS THEIR COMMON HUMANITY AND THEIR NEED TO LIVE IN PEACE.

NARR: THE FULBRIGHT PROGRAM IS ONLY ONE PART OF THE GENERAL EFFORT. 
THERE ARE OTHER EXCHANGES FOR SPECIALISTS AND CULTURAL 
REPRESENTATION, AND MANY OTHER SCHOLARSHIPS. THE AIM IS 
TO GIVE VISITORS A REALISTIC VIEW OF THE UNITED STATES. IN 


1976, 15 MILLION DOLLARS WERE APPROPRIATED FOR FULBRIGHT 
SCHOLARSHIPS BY THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE. MANY OF THE

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ACADEMIC INSTITUTIONS INVOLVED BEAR PART OF THE COST OF 
BRINGING IN SCHOLARS AND STUDENTS. TWENTY-TWO OF THE 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES ARE ALSO CONTRIBUTING NOW A TOTAL 

OF THREE AND A HALF MILLION DOLLARS. FULBRIGHT COMMISSIONS 
ASSIST THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE PROGRAM IN 44 COUNTRIES. 
THEY ARE MADE UP OF SIX TO TWELVE PERSONS, HALF AMERICANS, 
HALF LOCAL SCHOLARS. THEY PREPARE ANNUAL PROPOSALS, 
DESCRIBING PROJECTS THAT THEY WOULD LIKE TO SEE CARRIED OUT. 
THIS IS DONE IN CLOSE COOPERATION WITH THE UNIVERSITIES. 

THE FOREIGN SCHOLARS BOARD IN WASHINGTON, D.C. GIVES GENERAL 
GUIDELINES FOR A BALANCE OF FIELDS IN SCIENCES, HUMANITIES 
AND ARTS. THE PROGRAM IS NOT TO BECOME A TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE LIMITED TO ONE ARFA, BUT A TRUE ACADEMIC EXCHANGE 


WITH BROAD REPRESENTATION.

"THEY WERE IN SCIENCES AS WELL AS HUMANITIES AND IN OTHER 
FIELDS. THERE REALLY IS NO SPECIFIC LIMIT ON WHAT FIELDS

STUDENT OR ANY PROFESSOR THAT FEELS THAT HE WOULD BENEFIT

BEING A FULBRIGHT FELLOW IS A PRESTIGIOUS THING AS MUCH

IMPORTANT AND INTERESTING POSITIONS. FORMER GRANTEES 
NUMBER 41 PRIME MINISTERS, PRESIDENTS AND HEADS OF STATE. 


THEY HOLD 271 CABINET POSTS IN 77 COUNTRIES,

FOR SPECIAL PROJECTS. THEY INTERVIEW APPLICANTS TO JUDGE 
THEIR ACADEMIC AND PERSONAL QUALIFICATIONS. HERE IN THE 
UNITED STATES, THE INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION 
IS HELPFUL IN PLACING FOREIGN STUDENTS AND IS CONDUCTING 
COMPETITIONS FOR AMERICAN STUDENTS WHO WISH TO STUDY ABROAD. 
THE COUNCIL FOR INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE OF SCHOLARS TAKES 


CARE OF FOREIGN PROFESSORS.
